Plymouth, Eng., Jan. 17.—The sub 
marine AT, with sixteen officers and 
men on board, failed to come to the 
Burlace after a dive to the bottom of 
Whitesftud bay during the maneuvers, 
and all on board are undoubtedly dead. 
There were circum stantial reports 
of tapping by the imprisoned men, 
which would show that they were 
alive, but these proved to be untrue. 
Salvage vessels are searching for tho 
A7. 
The submarines of the A class are 
supposed to carry enough air to re­ 
main 
under 
water 
from seven to 
twelve hours, a s the A7 dived about 
ll o’clock Friday morning, the su r­ 
vival of any of the crew cannot bo 
hoped for. 
Bubbles were seen after 
she sank and apparently drifted along 
with the tide, but it is certain that Hie 
submarine was not beneath them. 
An early report that wireless tele­ 
phone communication had been estab­ 
lished between the parent vessel, the 
Pigmy, and the A7, were without any 
foundation. The submarine sank in a 
hundred feet of water. 
The official statem ent issued by tho 
admiralty briefly announces that while 
the A7 was exercising in VVhitesand 
bay she dived to the bottom and failed 
to come to the surfac e.

ing held in the Somerset county jail 
here for twenty four hours “on infor­ 
mation and belief” that on Nov. 20, 
1911, he had shot and attempted to 
kill Monroe F. Ellis, president of the 
New Jersey Lumber Dealers’ assoria 
tion, Paul Carl, a I rail young man of 
twenty-one years, was taken to the 
Somerset courthouse and put through 
the third degree in County Prosecutor 
Pope's office until he finally broke 
down and m ade a confession. 
Prosecutor Pope gave out a sta te ­ 
ment of the alleged 
confession, in 
which he stated that Carl was induced 
to believe that Mr. Ellis had m altreat­ 
ed a woman who was near and dear to 
him. 
In the light of recent events, how­ 
ever, said Prosecutor Pope, it may be 
stated that this was but a subterfuge 
aud was not founded on facts, nor was 
it ever intended by any of the parties 
involved in the conspiray that this 
young boy should himself carry out 
tile design. 
While he was working in Jersey 
City he met a certain woman by ap­ 
pointment, and she asked him to hire 
somebody to kill Ellis, saying that she 
would pay $500 to have this done. Paul 
made numerous efforts to obtain some 
man of this class to perform this se r­ 
vice, but without success. 
“He tells me," said the prosecutor, 
"they refused to do business with him 
because be could not show the money. 
Carl next went to Bernardsville aiel

After the shooting Carl ma le his es­ 
cape to Millington, N. J , where ho 
boarded a passenger train aud went 
to Hoboken. He went to his home iii 
Stroudsburg, Pa , but returned to Ber­ 
nardsville about six weeks later and 
obtained a position in the offi< e of 
Ellis, where he remained for some 
time. 
It is stated that the alleged conspir­

Ellis was wounded by a charge of 
buckshot fired through the window as 
he sat at dinner in his home at Bask­ 
ing Ridge, N. J., on Nov. 2",-1911. For 
the arrest of his wuuld-be assassin he 
offered a rew ard of SHOO, which still 
stands. Volunteer posse** scoured the 
countryside at the time, but without 
success.
